MOSCOW, Feb. 11.—Russia’s third 
disastrous railway wreck in five 
weeks, killing 18 persons and scri- 
ously injuring nine others, was re- 
ported Synday near Saratov in west 
central Russia, on the Volga river.

Stroganovo station on the Ryazan-

and cars into a mass of wreckage. 
A mail car and a passenger coach

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OTTAWA IS “STUMPED” 

Ottawa is still worrying over the case of 
the divorced veteran. Some hundred and fifty 
returned Canadian soldiers, it appears from 
press despatches, have secured divorcés in the 
United States, or been saved the trouble by 
their wives getting to court first, and have re- 
married. The headache at Ottawa is to know 
whether these men should still draw pensions 
for their injuries overseas. 

In the long run of course the pensions will 
be paid, if the veterans do not die in the mean- 
time. Common sense may be slow in getting 
into action at the capital, but in time it will 
win out, though it may need a general elec- 
tion to stimulate activity. 

The crux of the problem ts that a returned 
man may neéd and deserve a pension, even 
though he has been divorced and has married 
again, Since he is a married man, trying to 
keep a wife in Canada in these “blasted” con- | 
ditions of trade and industry, the chances are | 
that he does need it. And since the first wives 
have not had the gentlemen up for bigamy, the 
strong presumption is that they are satisfied | 
with the marital readjustments and content 
that wives numbered two may share the pen- | 
sions with their former husbands.

of interest being paid and the enormous in- 
crease in the provincial debt; and whereas this 
province is each year going deeper into debt 
in a vain endeavor to pay these excessive in- 
terest charges; and whereas the financial posi- 
tion of the province and the municipalities 
therein constitute a problem of the first im- 
portance to all the people of Alberta, and to 
those who have invested in these securities: 

“Therefore be it resolved that in the opinion 
of this assembly (1) the Dominion government 
should either directly through the Bank of 
Canada or a corporation subsidiary thereto, 
provide financial assistance and credit to the 
provinces and the municipalities of Canada. 

“(2) That the primary purpose of such 
financial assistance and credit should be (a) to 
refund the present debt at lower rates of in- 
terest, (b) to provide credit for necessary pub- 
lic works, (c) to provide financial services and 
advice. 

“(3) That the bonds and debentures of this 
province should be issued payable in Canadian 
funds only and guaranteed by the Dominion 
government 

“(4) That the bank or corporation should 
accept these bonds at par and the rates of in- 


terest charged should cover the bare cost of 
operations plus a reasonable per cent to build 


up a state reserve. 

“(5) That immediate steps be taken to re- 
fund the present debts of the province at lower 
rates of interest and that present holders of 
these bonds be offered the bonds of the said 
corporation guaranteed by the Dominion gov- 
ernment and bearing a low rate of interest, 
and if not accepted, the said holders should be 
paid off in cash.” 

This resolution is sponsored by Mr. W. Harry 
Ross of Calgary and Mr. H. J. Montgomery of 
Wetaskiwin. Both are Liberals, but they have 
taken pains to exclude from the resolution 
anything that could give offence to members 
of any other group. The language is free of 
bias, tempered, and outlines with sufficient 
clearness the means by which the object could 
be accomplished. 

What they propose is that the powers of the 
Central Bank be employed in the interest of 
the public; to refund provincial and municipal 
debts without any sort of injustice to the hold- 
ers of bonds; and to provide money at cost for 
the carrying on of necessary public works. The 
plan is entirely practicable. It is essentially 
sensible. And it is ultimately inevitable, being 
the only way to reduce the public debt load to 
payable proportions and to make possible work 
programs for the relief of unemployment. 


There is no valid reason why members in 
any corner of the legislature shou!d hesitate 
to give their hearty support to a resolution 


asking the Dominion to employ the powers of

foreclosure he still owes $1300. He has spent 
about $2000 in improving the property since he 
purchased it. 

How does it happen that he is so far in debt 
| after having paid off many times the original 
amount of the loan?

Benefits of Surgery | SIDE GLANCES—By Geo. Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK MeCOY 


Many readers wish me to decide by mail 
whether or not an operation is necessary for 
them and the only answer I can give is that it 
is impossible to tell whether or not the opera- 
tion is needed, and I always suggest that they 
rely upon their doctors’ advice. 

One Indy writing to me 
Stated that she knows I do 
not recommend operations— 
this is not strictly accurate, 
for I do recommend surgical 
removal of an organ when the 
damage done by disease is so 
great that there is no hope 
of bringing about recovery 
with other measures. It seems 
to me that the common sense 
attitude to take is to try to 
overcome the trouble with 
every possible treatment that may be helpful. 
First, give Nature a chance, and then if condi- 
tions do not improve it is time to consider an 
operation, 

No one appreciates more than I the rapid 
Strides made in surgical operations within the 
last 25 years. Operations are how successfully 
performed that in earlier days would have been 
impossible. The surgeon of today is a highly 
skilled technician who spends years of study 
in preparation for his work. 

Before deciding upon a sericus operation, it 
is advisable to get the opinion of several phys- 
icians and if they all concur that the operation 
will be helpful, then the matter should be left 
in the hands of the best surgeon available. 


There are many minor surgical operations 
which are not in themselves serious and are 
undoubtedly advisable. For example, in a few 
cases of painful hemorrhoids, it may be neces- 
sary to employ operative treatment which will 
provide the patient with relief; or, treatment 
by the injection method or electrical treatment 
may be indicated. The same is true of rectal 
abscesses or a fistula, where a surgical incision 
may provide proper drainage and enable heal- 
ing to start. Lancing a boil is another minor 
Surgical operation which may be needed if the 
boil refuses to discharge by itself. 

The removal of fatty tumors such as wens 
is not a serious operation in itself, while if the 
wen is present on the face, the taking away of 
the blemish may provide the patient with more 
assurance. Sometimes the patient develops 
bony growths on the heels called “Spurs” which 
make walking difficult and painful and the 
larger of these growths may require surgical 
removal, with good results. 

It has been my experience that smaller gall- 
stones may be successfully dissolved in almost 
every case by dietetic measures alone, but in 
some cases where the gall bladder is completely 
filled with large stones, the removal of the 
stones or of the entire gall bladder by surgery 
is the only course left open. The same is true 
of kidney stones. 

Ulcers of the stomach can usually be cured 
through a careful diet treatment, but when a 
penetrating ulcer develops, the services of a 
surgeon are necessary. 

Many kinds of tumors, such as ‘fibroid 
growths of the uterus, may be absorbed through 
the treatment I recommend, but occasionally it 
may be the best policy to remove the larger 
growths and the patient should then learn how 
to live so that further growths will not develop. 
In the diseases of women, a simple surgical 
procedure called a curettement may be neces- 
Sary, especially if there are present polypi of 
the uterus. In the tears or lacerations following 
childbirth, the surgical repair of the torn tissue 
or cauterization provides relief. 

It is my opinion that in a certain percentage 
of cases, surgery may be considered a good 
thing and I am broad-minded enough to realize 
its value

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1883 the custom 
of inaugurating the sitting of the 
legislature of British Columbia 
with prayer was adopted. While 
the old legislature of Vancouver 
Island was opened with prayer 
by Rev. Edward Cridge (after- 
wards Bishop) the colonial chap- 
lain, in 1856, there had not been 
daily devotions unti) 1882. In that 
year the assembly agreed that 
“it is advisable that the Speaker 
read a prayer before proceeding 
with the business of the House.” 

In this regard the British 
Columbia legislature was follow- 
ing the example of the House of 
Commons at Ottawa, which, how- 
ever, it may be worth noting, did 
not order the opening prayers 
until 1877, just ten years after 
Confederation, though the Senate

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No Substitute For Real Estate 
Values 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


There is no political prescription which will restore national 
prosperity so long as real estate and homes and farms have no 


sale value and no loan value. 


The basis of national wealth will 


always be the land; and the impelling force towards national 
bankruptcy will always be a collapse of real estate values. 
In Canada we have plenty of land but it is a financial outcast. 


Nobody 
strength of land ownership. 


can sell any of it; and nobody can get credit on the 


This is the first condition towards remedy whereto the par- 
liament of Canada should direct every force it can command. As 
might be expected the subject is never mentioned in parliament. 


There are three ways to restore real estate values. One is to 
open up a new district to a major movement of population by 
providing transportation facilities. The United States did this in 
the granger states after the civil war, and pulled the nation out 


of deflation into immense 


prosperity. 


Canada has the Peace 


River empire waiting only for transportation to open up the last 
great mineral area on this continent; with great rivers; great 
timber areas; and room for at least one million families to work 
out a self-sustaining, constructive destiny. 


Instead of getting action on this available certainty, which 
would bring increased business to every community in Canada, 
we see parliament concentrating on a law whereunder an em- 
ployer and a workman can pay, 30 cents each into an insurance 
fund which will be added to by the government so that another 
workman out of work can draw six dollars a week on which to 
support his family, educate his children, and save money to pay 
for his own home, This is one of those believe it or not phenom- 


ena for which proof is available. 


The second way is to give power and irrigation facilities to 
areas which are productive under irrigation, and can produce 
crops which can be sold at a profit when produced by the aid 


of power driven machinery. 


The United States is adopting this 


policy in the Tennessee valley, the Colorado river area, and the 
Columbia river area; and in addition is giving most liberal terms 
of credit for development money so that the producers may use 
the best of machinery and equipment, Nothing of this kind is

Fditor Bulletin: Under a Tor 
onto. Jan, 17, date line, the Win- 
nipeg Free Press and Prairie 
Farmer publish a most iluminat- 
ing statement by the President of 
the Bank of Toronto, relatie to 
the note issue being taken over 
by the Bank of Canada, and the 
resulting hardships on the banks, 
who as a result will have to close 
down braneh banks 
“The branch system had been 
extended on the theory that no 
capital would be tled up in till 
money and reserve supplies of cir- 
ulating notes.” 

If this is true of one banking 
yatem it must also be equally 
true of the others who operate 
branch banks 

When we consider that our sup- 
ply of cireulating currency under 
ihe present sysiem only reaches 
{ publie through the medium of 
banks it must be readily 
that our dependency 


reallved 


thereon places the business activ- 


ity of all such communities in a 
rather helpless condition. 

What has appeared to me for a 
long time past, in regard to in- 
vestigations and enquiries into 
banking customs has been a very 
tender regard for the welfare of 
the banks, rather than for a full 
consideration of the business wel- 
fare of the community which 
should be the deciding factor in 
any investigations instituted by 
government; who are, or should 
be the representatives of the pub- 
lic 

There can be no question that 
the cards are stacked in favor of 
the banks when it comes to a 
question of operating for profit 
as between the banks and the in- 
dividual, 

If you put into circulation a 
greatly increa8ed volume of cir- 
culating medium and can main- 
tain it in any particular com- 
munity, a greatly increased activ: 
ity develops there without the 
banking system being able to in- 
stitute control. 

This fact is ably demonstrated 
in those communities who have 
had to resort to the use of “scrip” 
in order to facilitate their local 
affairs—and having no value out- 
side of its own area, it becomes 
increasingly active inside its own 
sphere of circulation—bearing no 
interest and being of a character 
that does not induce hoarding. 
The only value that the holder 
may acquire from its possession 
can only be secured by an ex- 
change into some commodity of 
value which he can use, or to 
repay for such values as he may 
have already received in the past 

Many people are puzzled to 
know what gives scrip a value 
in its community, 

If it is issued as a tax warrant 
such as applies in the town of 
Raymond, the right of the council 
to levy taxes is the first basis of 
value—its scrip, when in circula- 
tion represents the fact that it is 
so far a receipt of the services or 


commodity required by the 
council which it has already re- 
ceived—but which, by its virtue 
as trustees between the tax 


paying community and the public 
services is an outstanding debt 
from ratepayers to the council 
Value is estimated by the first 
person who acecépts such scrip in 
return for his services or posses 
sions—he would only accept this 
scrip in the belief that it would 
be exchangable for other goods 
or in payment of such taxes to 
the local council which could be 


foreibly collected from him 
otherwise. 
But then how does it secure 


its legality? 

It carries a specific date, after 
which it may be exchanged by 
the holder for legal tender cur- 
rency, 

So far as I would judge, the 
only way the banks could stop 
this practice would be by buying 
up the serip itself, and then pre- 
senting it- the corallory wou'd be 
that the local public would be in 
possession of the banks medium 
and would have to surrender 
some to the council

pay off bank loans’
